For plum pudding Ice cream scald a 


pint of milk and add four egge beaten 
with one cupful and a half of sugar 
Stir constantly over hot water until It 
forma a rich custard;

aside to cool. Dissolve two tablesppon- 
fule cocoa in one-half cupful of boiling 
water and boil for a moment Chill 
nnd odd to the cold cue.la.rd with one 
tablespoonful vanilla and one pint of 
cream. Shred 
eufflclent 
citron to 


measure one-half cupful: 
Bteam one- 


half cupful of seeded raisins and one- 
quarter cupful of sultanas until plump 
and tender. Blanch and cut fine two 
dozen almonds; mix, add Just enough 
nherrv to moisten and let stand for an 
hour 
Pour the mixed cream into the 
Freezer and 
freeze until - like a thick 
mush. Open and work in the fruit, 
then finish freezing. In serving, gar- 
nish with whipped cream.
